Among these is 
the relation of the shaheholdera who 
subscribed 1290.000.000 to the old Pan­ 
ama company, whose Interests the re­ 
port holds cannot be lightly regarded. 
The minority report, which was pre­ 
pared by Senator Kittredge, complete­ 
ly upholds the title of the new Panama 
company. The report reviews the en­ 
tire origin and history of the Panama 
Canal rompsay. and finds that the af­ 
fairs 'Of the old com.pany were disponed 
of by a Freach court In a straightfor­ 
ward way when that company became 
Insolvent and that the court had a per­ 
fect right not only to appoint a liqui­ 
dator or receiver, but to confer upon 
him. aa was done, power “to grant or 
contribute to any new company all 
or part of the corporate assets." The 
various objections to the new com 
pany'a title are then considered and re­ 
plied to.

Hade By Commission. 
The order issued last week by the 
state railroad commission requiring 
the Great Northern and Northern Pa­ 
cific to restore distributing tariffs to 
St. Cloud, Ceokstoo, Fergus Fails, 
Moorhead, Brainerd and other towns 
in northern Minnesota will not be 
honored by the two rail roa I compan­ 
ies. 
It Is the intention of the railways 
to fight the case in the courts and 
ascertain whether the commission has 
the authority to issue such an order 
and compel a reduction of rates. 
The main argument which the rail­ 
way companies will use in fighting 
the order in the courts will be based 
on the contention that it costs the 
companies more money to handle i 
terminal business at small towns | 
than in and about the Twin cities. 
Under distributing rates the rail* 
ways are obliged to supply a car to 
the small towns having distributing 
rates and to have that car handled 
as a full car when it may be one quar­ 
ter filled. It is said that there is 
not a single firm out side of the T win 
cities, in towns haring distributing 
rates,, which was known to fill a car 
at any one time. 
Consequently, the railways have to 
haul tartly filled cars.
